DETAILED ACTION 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 

be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 46-47 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
TREACY et al WO 0054591 in view of HACKETT et al 6955818 and PETRAS 
5965137. 

Contrary to applicant's arguments, Treacy is not seen as providing use compositions of 
Acetone, undesirable on skin, as is diethyl toluamide, as both are known skin 
penetrants with toxic ramifications. 

TREACY provides insecticides combinations for ectoparasites-fly-control (page 14) 
inclusive of amitraz (claim 4) and pyrethroids, Fipronil, avermectins, organophosphates. 
Carrier compositions are not described. The examples of Treacy using acetone are 
seen as only showing efficacy, not as a dermal suitable solvent. Given the efficacy of 
Treacy, one of ordinary skill in the art would find it obvious, & within their capability, to 
modify an ectoparasiticidal composition in order to optimize the range of parasites 
affected, the ability;; to provide a safe& less irritating dermal composition, while still 
having high efficacy, stability & longevity; that 's what the secondary references teach, 
& it is well within the purview of one in the art to recognize as an advantageous 
combination of actives. The standard enumerated by the recent KSR determination 
support the recognition of advantageous combination when evident to the artisan in the 
pertinent references. See 127 SCt. @ 1741, USPQ2 d 1385 @1396 (2007).
